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Inverness is situated at the end of Loch Ness and the 
Caledonian Canal, and, from its position on the Moray 
Firth, is the most convenient method of entering- the 
i Northern Highlands. It is a handsome, clean city, with a 
broad, swift river—the Ness—running through its midst. 
It possesses a Castle, a modern building used as a jail and 
county court, built in 1834. 
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
